1. ON MAY 5, EMBASSY OFFICER PRESENTED U. S. DELEGATION'S 
LIST OF DISCUSSION TOPICS, AS CONTAINED REF A, TO 
MARIAN FILA, DIRECTOR OF FOREIGN RELATIONS DEPARTMENT, 
MINISTRY OF SHIPPING. FILA EXPRESSED MILD SURPRISE AT 
INCLUSION OF SEA HERRING AND MACKERAL UNDER ADDITIONAL 
SPECIES INDICATED FOR PROTECTION ( ITEM 2), NOTING THAT 

HE UNDERSTOOD SEA HERRING ALREADY WERE COVERED BY ICNAF 
AND THAT ABUNDANT SUPPLIES OF MACKERAL EXISITED. 

2. FILA ALSO NOTED ABSENCE FROM THE U. S. LIST OF ANY 
PROPOSED DISCUSSION OF U. S.- POLISH SCIENTIFIC COOPERA- 
TION IN FISHERIES RESEARCH, STATUS OF WHICH HE THOUGHT 
WOULD BE USEFUL TO REVIEW DURING THE FORTHCOMING 
NEGOTIATIONS. EMBASSY IS AWARE THAT SEVERAL RESEARCH 
COOPERATION POSSIBILITIES WERE DISCUSSED DURING EDWARDS- 
GROSSLIEN VISIT HERE IN FEBRUARY, BUT WE DO NOT KNOW 
WHAT THE STATUS OF THIS MATTER MAY BE AT PRESENT, NOR 
HAVE THE POLES FORWARDED ANY PROJECT PROPOSALS, ESPECIALLY 
IN VIEW OF EDWARDS’ PRESENCE ON U. S. DELEGATION, DISCUSSION

ALSO REPORTEDLY SAID STROESSNER HAD EXPRESSED SATISFACTION NEXT 
CONFERENCE TO BE HELD IN ASUNCION, COMMENTED THIS WOULD HELP 
GIVE LIE TO THOSE WHO ACCUSED GOP OF BEING TOLERANT OF TRAFFICKING.
